Responsive to the Office Action of December 6, 2000, the period for response having been 
extended two (2) months until May 6, 2001 (Sunday), the following amendments and remarks are 
respectfully submitted in connection with the above-identified application. 



IN THE SPECIFICATION : 

On page 33, replace the second full paragraph with the following: 

Thereafter, the substrate is subjected to annealing by laser light irradiation. Although a KrF 
excimer laser (wavelength: 248 nm; pulse width: 20 nsec) is used in this embodiment, other lasers 
may also be used. As for the laser light irradiation conditions, the energy density is 200 to 400 
mJ/cm 2 , for instance, 250 mJ/ cm 2 , and 2 to 10 shots, for instance, 2 shots, are applied per one 
location. The annealing effect may be enhanced by heating the substrate to 200 to 45,0° during the 
irradiation (Fig. 5(C)). la/ 
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
